Over the past nine years, the Cannon 
Art Gallery Juried Biennials have become 
an important showcase for the work of 
both emerging and mid-career artists in 
San Diego. Open to artists who live, work 
or have a studio in San Diego County, 
the final exhibition is always a lively 
and engaging mix of media and styles. 
This year is no exception. After viewing 
more than 1200 images, jurors Stephen 
Hepworth, Curator of the University Art 
Gallery at UCSD, and Sue Greenwood, 
Gallery Director of Greenwood Fine Art in 
Laguna Beach, selected 26 artists and 46 
works of art. Five of the artists selected 
currently live in Carlsbad.

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Cardinal Points / Puntos Cardinales: A Survey 
of Contemporary Latino and Latin American 
Art from the Sprint Nextel Collection 
highlights works of art by Latin American 
and Latino artists in the United States, 
Mexico, the Caribbean, Central and 
South America. The exhibition features 
55 two-dimensional works, including 
photographs, prints, paintings, and mixed 
media pieces. The title “Cardinal Points” 
refers to the four principal points of the 
compass. Throughout history, cultures 
have assigned different values, symbolic 
meanings, and imagery to each direction. 
This exhibition employs the concept of 
cardinal points to survey some of the key 
ways that contemporary Latino and Latin 
American artists have used to “map” 

or examine their personal and cultural 
identities, histories, values and the world 
around them. The vibrant artwork and 
bilingual English/Spanish exhibition text 
introduces some of the most dominant 
themes and creative approaches in 
Latino art produced during the last two 
decades. Among the most well-known 
artists in the exhibition are José Bedia, 
Enrique Chagoya, Carmen Lomas Garza, 
Solomón Huerta, Graciela Iturbide, Freddy 
Rodriguez, Andres Serrano and Patssi 
Valdez. Cardinal Points/Cardinales was 
curated by Elizabeth Ferrer, consultant 
for Latin American Art, Sprint Nextel 
Collection and is being toured by Exhibits 
USA.

Ongoing in the Sculpture Garden 
Here I Come, Ready or Not Installation 
by Carlsbad sculptor Fritzie Urquhart

Building materials have always intrigued 
Urquhart. Instead of using these materials 
to fix up her house though, she has creat-
ed a set of new works that turn the City’s 
Sculpture Garden into a delightfully playful 
environment. Don’t miss this exhibition 
located behind the Cultural Arts Office at 
2955 Elmwood (a few steps north of the 
Cole Library).

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Four guest artists, three community con-
certs, two festivals, and one spring musi-
cal – and that’s just the results from one 
grant given to the Carlsbad High School 
Band Boosters for their Wind Symphony. 
Talk about making a little (money) go a 
long way! That’s exactly what we try to 
do with our Community Arts Grants. Of 
course, we wish there was more money 
to go even further, but… 

Designed to help strengthen local arts 
organizations and to provide cultural and 
artistic opportunities for Carlsbad citizens, 
the grants, which must be matched, are 
awarded to non-profit organizations, 
schools and school-related organizations 
for visual, media, literary, and performing 
arts projects taking place in Carlsbad. 
Arts organizations located elsewhere in 
San Diego County must have a Carlsbad 
non-profit organization or school as a 
partner to host the proposed activity. 
Awards for 2009, in which $25,000 
was disbursed, were recommended 
on November 24 by a distinguished 
peer review panel and then voted on 
and approved by the Carlsbad Arts 
Commission on December 4. Here’s the 
line-up of the 2009 grantees:
